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To His Excellency, Rollin S. Woodruff, Governor of the 
State of Connecticut: 

In accordance with the requirements of the statute I have 
the 'honor to here present my second report as Temporary. 
Examiner of Public Records. 

The work of this office has been carried forward for the 
present term on the same lines as laid down in my first report. 
The action of the General Assembly in approving legislation 
asked for, which had a tendency to improve the conditions 
under which protection from fire was afforded, satisfied me 
that insistence on strict compliance with legal requirements 
would best carry out the ideas which led to the creation of 
this office. I have therefore unhesitatingly required that, so 
far as possible, all old and doubtful safes should be replaced by 
new and modern fireproof safes of a standard make. Many 
new safes have been purchased, but there are still in use in 
many towns safes used for the protection of valuable books 
and papers which are utterly useless for the purpose. Wher- 
ever possible I have induced the authorities to discard safes 
and build fireproof vaults. In quite a number of small towns 
this has been done. Burlington has erected an office building 
with a good brick vault. Washington has built a vault of 
modern concrete construction, which I consider a model for 
its size. Berlin, Westbrook, Redding, and oj:her towns either 
have taken or are considering such a course. 

It necessarily happens that at times there is a variance of 
opinion between the town authorities and the Examiner as 
to the necessity of a new safe, and it has at times perhaps 
seemed that the old safe would go for a little while longer. 
If those officers could have seen the results of two fires which 
have occurred in Connecticut during the year 1906, each result- 
ing in the total destruction of buildings containing safes used 
for public records, I am certain that they would be satisfied 
that I am right in insisting that no chance shall be taken, and 
that in all doubtful cases the only safe thing to do is to ensure 
safety as far as is possible. Among the towns which have 



purchased new safes within the last two years are Woodstock, 
Hartland, Franklin, Voluntown, Putnam, Ledyard, Harwinton, 
Colebrook, Thompson, Marlborough, Brooklyn, Montville, 
East Granby (two), Granby (three), Scotland, Bozrah, Avon, 
East Haddam, Chaplin, Canterbury, Easton, Chester, Ston- 
ington, Waterford, Bethany, Bethlehem, Sherman, and New- 
.ington. • 

In January, 1906, the office of the probate judge for the 
district of East Haddam was destroyed by fire. The safe in 
use was an old one, which fortunately fell face down in a bed 
of ashes, thus sealing the door. None of the records were 
destroyed, but every book had to be rebound. In February 
the house of the town clerk of Easton was destroyed by fire. 
The town records were in two old safes which were subjected 
to a considerable degree of heat, but removed before the floor 
gave way. The backs of all of the books were burned off, 
necessitating rebinding. 

An important element which enters into the consideration 
of the value of the safe, and one often lost sight of, is the place 
in which the safe is to stand. A safe good enough under cer- 
tain conditions is utterly useless under others. In some in- 
stances safes stand on concrete or stone foundations in one- 
story buildings. Should the building burn, the danger from 
heat would not be nearly so great as if the same safe were so 
situated that it must necessarily fall with the floor to the cellar, 
there to remain in a bed of hot coals until the fire burned out. 
So important do I consider this matter that I venture to quote 
from the report of the Record Commissioner of the State of 
Massachusetts, for the year 1906, an article copied from the 
"Manufacturers' Record" of April 28, 1904, entitled "Be- 
havior of Fireproof Vaults and Safes in Great Fires." The 
author is George L. Damon, a well-known expert, who has 
made a study of the effects of great fires on fireproof recep- 
tacles. This article was written soon after the Baltimore fire 
of 1904, and in part is as follows : 

"We have two classes of fireproof, or professedly fireproof, re- 
positories to consider, viz., vaults and safes: the former fixed in 
position and surrounded by special walls of non-conducting and in- 
destructible material; the latter mostly of small or moderate size, 
movable, and protected by accessory enclosing walls. It is evident 
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that these two classes of structures are not upon an equal footing in 
the face of extreme heat, and it was to be expected that property 
would be much more secure in vaults than in safes. The feature of 
the case which is unintelligible to the losers is the degree of dis- 
parity. After extensive conflagrations one h^ars expressions of sur- 
prise and disappointment that the loss of ' fireproof * safes should have 
been so heavy. This is a condition which could have been foretold 
by any one conversant with present methods of construction and with 
the results of former great fires. It is a condition for which the 
buying public rather than the manufacturer — at least than the re- 
putable manufacturer — is responsible. 

" Of vaults we may distinguish those of banks and trust companies 
and those of mercantile houses. Thie contents of the twenty-two 
burned national and savings banks and trust companies* vaults at 
Baltimore were in every instance found to 'be in perfect condition. 
The successful resistance opposed by these vaults to the onslaughts 
of tremendous heat at once gives a high value to the principles of 
construction embodied. A majority of vaults were of comparatively 
recent erection. They were variously located. A few were in base- 
ments, others were on first and still others on second floors. In 
each case the fireproof protection was ' of surrounding walls built up 
solidly of hard brick laid in cement, and free from built-in ironwork. 
The average thickness of walls was about sixteen inches. All these 
vaults were on brick foundations built up from cellar bottoms. 

" Several of the vaults were unfavorably situated, and were sub- 
jected to a heat hardly imaginable. Yet the temperature of the in- 
terior must have been moderate. In one of these cases the maximum 
temperature which arose may be approximately estimated from a 
singular incident. A wax candle had been left standing upon a safe 
in the vault. During the progress of the fire the candle was bent over 
of its own weight, until, without actually melting, it rested in the pan 
of the holder. As the melting point of fairly hard parafiine is in the 
vicinity of 130** F., we may conclude that the temperature inside the 
vault during the hottest of the fire fell a few degrees short of this 
point. It may have been between 100° and 120**. 

"It should be unnecessary at this late day to call attention again 
to the error of including iron rods or iron rails imbedded in vault 
walls with the intention of adding strength, or enclosing fireproof 
materials between iron plates with connecting partitions of beams 
or channel iron. But, unfortunately, the practice has not been alto- 
gether abandoned. It is evident that, since iron, brick, and cement ex- 
pand at different rates on being heated, and iron much the more rapidly, 
such addition to the brick or cement work must be a source of weak- 
ness, and is always dangerous. The effects of such combination were 
strikingly exhibited in the Boston fire of 1872, by the vault of the 
Shawmut Bank, in which large seams were opened up by the expanding 
ironwork, and the safety of the vault was greatly imperiled. 



"An example teaching the need of unremitting watchfulness and 
skilled oversight in vault construction was afforded by the loss of 
a bank vault in one of the buildings examined. When the wall was 
being built a thoughtless mason failed to remove a piece of scantling 
placed by a carpenter when constructing balcony floor. As the build- 
ing burned, the fire followed through this piece of wood into the vault, 
and ultimately the entire contents were destroyed. 

" The vaults of mercantile ^houses in Baltimore were of varying 
construction and quality. Many of them kept their contents intact. 
But there were also many losses. Constructive errors to which failures 
may be laid were of four kinds: (i) insecure foundations; (2) 
faulty and cheaply constructed doors and poor bolt work; (3) im- 
proper attachment of doors to masonry; (4) connection of vault 
walls with building walls, which fell and carried them down. The 
result of the defect in th% first class was the tumbling of vaults; and 
in the second and third classes of defects was the warping of the 
doors out of place and the consequent ingress of heat and fire. 

"Turning now to portable safes, the statistics are not yet complete 
enough, to show the percentage of loss. In the Boston fire careful 
computation showed that sixty-eight per cent, of safes were des- 
troyed. The writer is of the opinion, based on personal observation 
and comparison in the two cases, that the proportionate loss at Balti- 
more will prove to have been as great as it was in Boston, or even 
greater. In truth, by far the larger number of the safes upon which 
the merchants of Baltimore were relying on the evening of February 
6, for the safe keeping of valuables, books, and business papers, etc., 
representing oftentimes a great part of their fortunes, were in no 
sense fireproof. Heat penetrated their casings. The wooden linings 
caught fire, and with books and papers were reduced to a handful 
of ashes and charred fragments. Heat went into these safes suf- 
ficiently to destroy even jewelry, though not actually to melt the metal' 
parts, so far as the writer observed. 

"In view of these facts, the interested public will ask whether 
it is possible to make, at a moderate cost, safes, ♦. e., iron and steel 
receptacles, of^ suitable size, weight and portability, which will be 
proof against the terrific heat of such conflagrations. And if this 
question is answered in the affirmative, it will further be inquired why 
such safes are so generally replaced by an inferior article. 

"To answer the latter question first: The vast majority of 
safes now in use throughout the United States as * fireproof are not 
so in reality when subjected to extremely severe tests, because the 
demand of the public has steadily been for cheapening prices. This 
is an entirely natural state of things. To this demand the manu- 
facturers, in the stress of sharp competition, have been obliged to 
yield. Obviously this hurts the maker as well as the buyer, for no 
craft can profit in the long run from the deterioration of its product. 
The remedy lies, first of all, with the better class of business con- 



cerns, whose intelligence and means should command adequate pro- 
tection in safe construction. 

"That safes may be made moderate in size and in cost, and yet 
able to stand against the hottest fires, excepting only where the entire 
exterior shell is melted, has been demonstrated. The results have 
been shown by exhaustive experiments, as well as by actual ex- 
perience. These results may be explained by well-known laws of the 
science of physics. , 

" The writer has in mind two safes of special construction, as 
hereinafter described, which went through the Boston fire. The con- 
dition of their exteriors showed that they had been raised to a very 
high degree of temperature. The external plates were much warped 
and partially consumed, bumed-off comers and gaping seams testi- 
fying to the intensity of the heat. The safes were in t^uth thoroughly 
tried by the flames. When they were opened, however, their contents 
were found to be perfectly preserved. 

"The outcome of certain experiments performed a number of 
years ago, of which the writer had cognizance, was hardly less con- 
vincing. Tests were made upon a number of small safes (about one 
foot cubic each), with various fireproof wall-filling materials, in rever- 
beratory furnaces. Internal temperatures during heating were taken 
by self-registering thermometers, and combustible materials were en- 
closed. Temperatures approaching the melting point of iron were used. 
Lesser temperatures succeeding the maximum were continued for many 
hours. At the end of the tests, the wood, parchment, etc., held by 
certain of the safes were found to be quite fresh and unchanged. 

"Without entering too much into details, these results may be ac- 
counted for on scientific principles. The safes which successfully 
passed the ordeal had a wall-filling of composition containing a high 
percentage of water in combination, held in stable position inter- 
stitially. As the heat penetrated this layer, it converted the water 
evenly and gradually to steam. Change from liquid to gaseous form 
is attended by the conversion of heat into mechanical separation of 
the water particles, and a very large amount of heat is in this way 
rendered * latent.' As long as conversion to steam is going on, the 
temperature does not rise. The water content of the filling thus re- 
tards the progress of the heat through the walls of the safe, and so 
protects the box at the center. It will be seen, therefore, that pro- 
tection is secured not to any great extent by the interposition of non- 
conducting material, but by the 'absorption' of heat in converting 
liquid water into vapor. There is no other method of construction 
known to the writer upon which reliance can be placed. The safes 
referred to above as passing successfiilly through the Boston fire were 
constructed in accordance with this principle, and those which failed 
in such numbers in the recent Baltimore fire most assuredly were not 
so constructed. 

"The cost of such really fireproof safes is in the neighborhood 
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of thirty per cent, above that of the average safe sold today as fire- 
proof. In the light of recent events, purchasers should decide whether 
they can or cannot afford to pay this added fraction, requiring, in 
return, proved and amply certified protective work. The lessons of 
disastrous experience, so often and so lately repeated, should not be 
lost. 

"It is to be hoped that any professional men using the portable 
style of safes will, through their willingness to pay a proper increase 
in price, not only encourage, but insist upon, the incorporation of 
reliable and essential fireproof ing elements not only as regards the 
wall-filling materials, but the proper strength and construction of the 
steel shells and doors." 

It is evident, therefore, that a safe once subjected to great 
heat is of no value as a means of protection from j5re for its 
contents. Such safes, I am sorry to say, are still in use, against 
my protest and urgent demand for a new safe. 

Occasionally I find that the official in charge of records 
has a habit of leaving his safe unlocked for convenience in 
opening, and in one instance the safe had a notice that the 
safe was unlocked, hanging on the door. The danger here is 
that the bolts may be thrown back in falling, in case of fire, 
and the door fall open, resulting in the total destruction of the 
records. 

Never purchase a safe because it is cheap, and, more im- 
portant than all, do not buy a second-hand safe without having 
it thoroughly examined by someone competent to give an 
opinion as to its value for the purpose to which it is to be put. 

RECORDS. 

In the condition of the records which come under my 
supervision I am glad to report that a marked improvement 
has taken place. While it could not be iexpected that all of the 
records in need of repairs would be put in proper condition in 
the few years since the work of systematic inspection and 
supervision was undertaken, still in many towns, by repairs and 
rebinding, books which were almost inaccessible, on account 
of their condition, are now in a good state of repair and open 
to the inspection of the public. All this has not been accom- 
plished without much urgency on the part of the Examiner 
and hesitancy on the part of the town officials, but in no in- 



stance have I known of dissatisfaction with the result, and in 
many cases a promise has been made that further work would 
be done. The work of repairs in some instances has brought 
to light records which were supposed to be missing. 

In Windsor the earliest records of the town, known as 
"The Town Acts," were turned over to the Emery Record 
Preserving Company for repairs. These records dated back 
to 1652 and consisted of three small books. Some years of the 
records were supposed to be missing and the. l^ooks were in a 
very bad condition, dirty and ragged. After these books were 
taken apart, cleaned and ironed out so as to render them legi- 
ble, the missing years were discovered to be in one of the 
books, concerning the value of which there had been some 
doubt, and today the town records of Windsor, rich in his- 
torical value, are complete from 1652 to the present time. 

In the office of the Town Clerk of New London, very re- 
cently, in making an examination of an old book which had 
been wrapped up and laid aside, the discovery was made that 
it was evidently a record of conveyances of land, and careful 
examination disclosed, tucked away among the pages, a fly leaf 
marked " The Antientiest Book of Records of New London." 
The land records of New London, as catalogued in my former 
report, begin with 1654, and the town records date back to 
1647, so that I had been satisfied that at least one volume of 
land -records was missing. The discovery of this volume will 
carry the land records back to 1647. At the same time another 
bundle of records came to light, which are evidently a portion 
of the earliest Proprietors' records. The only Proprietors' 
records heretofore known of, being those scattered through 
the land record books now numbered i and 2, but evidently 
not the earliest records of the original Proprietors. The old 
book of land records above referred to is now in the possession 
of the Emery Company for repairs. 

In making an examination of certain old books in the 
office of the town clerk of Winchester, an old pamphlet of 
some ten or twelve pages was found hidden away in one of 
the books. A careful examination of this pamphlet disclosed 
that it was the original official layout of highways in the town 
of Winchester, containing the layout of a certain highway 
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which was, at the time the discovery was made, the subject of 
litigation. 

The old town records of Killingworth, dating back to 1685, 
which were found by your Examiner of Records, have since 
been repaired by the Emery Record Company, and are now 
in perfect condition. 

A list of the towns which have had repairs made by the 
Emery silk process may give some idea of the scope of the 
work being done in renovating and repairing these records, 
and this work, without egotism, I can honestly say is largely 
due to the urgent appeals of the Examiner. 

Since January i, 1905, the following towns have had books 
repaired by the silk process by the Emery Company, viz. : 
Killingworth, Wallingford, Torrington, New Haven, Wind- 
sor, Windham, Tolland, Winchester, Pomfret, Greenwich, 
Stonington, Brooklyn, Bolton, Redding, Farmingtcwi, Mans- 
field, Stratford, New London, Fairfield, and Lebanon; also 
the probate districts of Stafford, New Haven, and Hartford. 

COPIES OF RECORDS. 

The statute of 1905 provides that custodians of public 
records shall cause copies to be made of all records in their 
charge which are becoming indistinct, and makes provision 
for using such copies in place of the original. Such use makes 
it imperative that copies made under the authority of this 
statute should be exact copies, or else it is manifest that they 
are useless. Under no circumstances should a change be 
made in the spelling of a word. On account of the danger 
which I recognized in having copies of important records 
made by persons not entirely familiar with the necessity of 
absolutely following all the apparent inconsistencies and pecu- 
liarities of the original, I have hesitated to recommend much 
work in copying old records. I believe that the life of the 
original should be prolonged by repairs and then, when the 
services of a person having the necessary expert knowledge of 
the work can be procured, I shall ask that the work of tran- 
scribing commence. Considerable work of this nature needs 
to be done, and it can be most economically accomplished by 
the engagement of some one person having the necessary 
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qualifications to carry the work on until it is finished. The 
expense in this way will be lessened to the towns and much 
more satisfactory work done. I am especially moved to make 
this suggestion fro/n the fact that in a letter from a town 
clerk who has in his custody some very old records the ques- 
tion was asked, " Whether, in making copies, manifest errors 
in spelling proper names should be corrected." My answer to 
this was necessarily that all copies must follow the original, 
letter for letter. 

The matter of double dating in many of our old records 
has also been a subject of much perplexity to those not familiar 
with it, and as it was one of the subjects concerning which 
inquiry was made in the letter above referred to, I will here 
incorporate in this report a brief explanation that may possibly 
assist in establishing the true date where a double year date 
appears. The subject has been repeatedly referred to in the 
yearly reports of Mr. Robert T. Swan, commissioner of pub- 
lic records for the state of Massachusetts, and a circular issued 
from his office and republished in his report for the year 1961 
sets the matter forth so clearly that I venture to quote the 
circular at length. 

*'To whom it may concern: 

"It is evident that there has been much ignorance upon the sub- 
ject of dates among persons having the custody of ancient records, 
and of others who have copied, bound, or consulted them. Many 
serious errors have resulted, especially where copyists have undertaken 
to correct what they thought to be errors, or to solve doubts. Many 
town histories contain wrong dates, especially concerning legislation. 

"To prevent, as far as possible, further errors, it has seemed well 
to place the following statement before the recording officers, although 
it will reach many familiar with the subject: 

" Until 1752, when Parliament fixed January i as the commencement 
of the legal year, it commenced with March 25 (the Feast of the 
Annunciation), and the custom was quite general of calling a month 
by its number rather than its name. The months were numbered as 
follows :

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Under this plan the following forms of entry were common: lo, 
7th mo. 1641; 10; 7; 1641 ; 10, 7ber, 1641 — meaning Sept. 10, 1641. 

"The legal year, until and including 1751, commenced with March 
25; the year 1752 with January i. Prior to 1752, as the legal year 
did not terminate until March 24, it was often the custom to continue 
the figures belonging to the months of the chronological year from 
March 25 to Decentber 31 inclusive, through January, February, and 
March, to the 25th, of the next legal year. To illustrate: Following 
the date Dec. 31, 1641, will be found entries in regular succession 
dated January, 1641, February, 1641, and March, to the 2Sth, 1641. 
Consequently, to determine the correct historical or chronological date 
in January, February, or March, prior to 1752, it is necessary to look 
back to the preceding December or forward to the following April. 
(The marriage of parents has been recorded in April of a certain 
year, and the birth of a child in March of the same legal year, which 
really occurred in March of the next chronological year. In the 
original record the chronological arrangement discloses the true dates, 
whereas, if the dates are copied without reference to arrangement or 
without knowledge of method of dating, it makes a serious error.) 

"A more general custom, however, was to double-date in January, 
February, and March, to the 25th, and the following forms of dating 
will be found: 1641-1642; UJJ; 1641-42; 16 Ji ; 1641/42; 1641-2; 
i-V-^; 1644; 164 1/2. 

" In all these cases the last date is the correct historical one. 

"There should properly be no double dates after Jan. i, 1/52, 
though some recording officers ignorantly continued them." 

BINDINGS. 

In many record offices the bindings of the books are rapidly 
deteriorating and in som6 instances large numbers of the 
books are in need of repairs. So serious has this matter of 
proper material for binding become that I have devoted some 
portion of my time to an investigatioii of this matter. The 
condition in which I found sheepskin binding of but a few- 
years' use satisfied me that under the present methods of 
tannage, sheepskin is no longer a suitable material for binding 
books. This conclusion, I find by investigation, has also been 
arrived at by others, both in this country and in England. In 
the midst of my investigations occurred the fire at East Had- 
dam, followed by the one at Easton. I visited each of these 
places at once and in each instance found that heat had utterly 
destroyed the leather bindings^ while canvas was uninjured. 
At East Haddam one book had a loose canvas Cover over a 
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sheepskin binding with American Russia bands and corners, 
the usual style of binding large record books. I found the 
canvas cover uninjured, but on removing it the leather under 
it was totally destroyed. I caused photographs to be made 
of this book, copies of which, in half tone, are here presented. 
As a result of the above investigations I caused a circular 
letter to be sent to every custodian of public records in this 
state, the contents of which so fully present my opinion on 
this subject, which I believe to be of vital importance, that it 
is here reproduced. 

Dear Sir: 

As a keeper of public records I would call your attention to the 
necessity of a careful consideration of the material to be used for 
binding your record books. Up to the present time it has been the 
custom to bind all record books in sheepskin with American Russia 
trimmings. In a few places these are covered with loose canvas 
covers to prevent wear. Experience in this and other states has 
shown that sheepskin does not stand heat to any extent, and American 
Russia seems to be, in this respect, in the same class with sheepskin. 
Repeated instances have occurred where books bound in sheep and 
Russia have gone through fire in fireproof safes without injury to the 
manuscript or paper portion of the book, but the sheepskin or leather 
of the binding was completely destroyed. In the recent fire at Moodus, 
Connecticut, which destroyed the probate office, most, if not all, of 
the books in the office were bound in sheepskin with Russia trimmings, 
and the bindings of all the books contained in the probate safe were 
completely destroyed. The binder's board which furnished the base 
of the cover was uninjured. In two or three instances there were 
loose canvas covers over the leather covers, and this canvas was 
practically uninjured, while the leather under the canvas was burned 
to a crisp. The results of this fire have convinced me of what I 
was before satisfied to be the case, namely: that, as a material for 
binding, leather ought to be absolutely given up and either canvas or 
moleskin substituted. ^ The ideal binding in my opinion would be 
moleskin or beaverine, as it is sometimes called, which is a cotton 
fabric with a smooth finish about the color of the skin of a ground 
mole, with a loose canvas cover to slip over the same to take the wear 
while the book is in active use. For rebinding, I should not recom- 
mend the loose canvas cover, as the use of it would entail an additional 
cost of about $1.50, but I think for books in actual use the canvas 
cover is worth what it costs. I hope you will take this matter into 
consideration when you have occasion to order new books or send 
any of your present books for rebinding, as I believe the discon- 
tinuance of the use of leather will add to the life of your books.

In addition to leather's susceptibility to fire, I would also note that 
the life of sheepskin is very short. In most of our public libraries 
the use of leather has been discontinued for that reason. In Eng- 
land some years ago exhaustive investigation was made into the ques- 
tion of bindings, and the unanimous opinion of the committee in its 
report to the British Parliament was that the use of sheepskin should 
be discontinued, and that for a substantial binding which would stand 
the wear and tear of active service canvas was the best substance that 
could be found at any reasonable price.

Certain departments of pur state government have recog- 
nized the importance of this question and have discontinued 
the use of sheepskin for binding purposes, and in view of the 
positive tests above referred to I would recommend legislation 
forbidding the use of sheepskin for binding purposes in public 

record offices.

INKS AND TYPEWRITER RIBBONS. 

The present method of selecting inks and typewriter ribbons 
for use on public records was adopted many years ago and 
since the first examination of the inks and ribbons the standard 
has been taken for granted and no further examination made. 
A complaint came to me under this head of the quality of one 
of the approved ribbons, and investigation developed the fact 
that a complete change had been made in the ribbon, so that 
it was no longer the ribbon which was formerly given the 
approval of the state. Further investigation brought to light 
the fact that other ribbons had been changed as well. In inks 
there is reason to believe like changes have been made, so that 
no safety appears in the present method of selecting either inks 
or typewriter ribbons. I would recommend the adoption of 
the following formula as a standard for ink for use on all pub- 
lic records where fluid ink is used. This formula is the same 
used in Massachusetts and ^Iso adopted by the United States 
Treasury Department, and is as follows: 

Pure dried tannic acid, 23.4 parts by weight ; crystal gallic 
acid, y.y parts; ferrous sulphate, 30 parts; gum arabic, 10 
parts ; dilute hydrochloric acid, 25 parts ; carbolic acid, i part ; 
of water sufficient to make the mixture at a temperature of 
60° F. to the volume of 1,000 parts by weight of water. 
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This formula has been in use in Massachusetts for some 
years and records made with it are extremely black and show 
no appearance of deterioration. I have submitted the formula 
to a competent chemist and he has unhesitatingly pronounced 
it a formula which will produce a permanent, unfading ink. 
No ink can be expected to give the best results if a large por- 
tion is to be removed by the use of a blotting paper, and I will 
here emphasize what I have said before, viz., that the use of 
blotting paper should be discontinued and the ink allowed to 
dry naturally. 

In this connection I recommend that a contract for the 
manufacture of this ink be made with a competent ink maker 
by the state and that only this ink be used on public records. 
Provision can be made for letting the contract by competitive 
bidding and orders for ink can be filled through the office of 
the official having charge of this matter without extra cost to 
the state. 

The matter of ribbons for typewriting presents a more 
complex problem. The increased use of the typewriter for 
making records and the manifest superiority of such records, 
renders it necessary that great care be taken that the ribbons 
used be of the first quality and without fugitive colors in their 
pigment. To rely on one -examination has been found utterly 
useless, and provision should be made for a frequent chemical 
test of every authorized make of ribbons by purchase for the 
purpose in open market. In one instance, at least, there has 
been reason to believe that an attempt was made to procure the 
approval of a ribbon by submitting a sample made especially 
for the purpose, when one of the same brand . purchased in 
open market failed entirely of meeting the test. In my opinion 
if only ribbons were allowed which are made by those under 
whose name they are marketed and each manufacturer was 
compelled to place his certificate in the package, stating that 
the ribbon was made from the same formula as the ribbon 
originally tested, more reliance could be placed in the quality 
and brand. Add to this the frequent testing heretofore spoken 
of and a permanent revocation of license in case of any change 
in formula without notice to the proper official, and T am sure 
a distinct advance would be made. 
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That a record made with a proper record ribbon is lasting, 
I have no doubt. Within the past year I have seen type- 
written papers made with a black record ribbon which have 
been exposed to the elements on a public signpost for one 
year and in each case the typewritten work was uninjured, but 
the signatures made with a fluid ink were washed out. I deem 
this a matter of sufficient importance to reproduce a photo- 
graph of one of these papers. 

Three factors enter into the reason for the permanency 
of such writing, but in varying degrees. First and most im- 
portant is the permanency of carbon ink. Secondly, the fact 
that the typebar of a writing machine by its forcible con- 
tact drives a portion of the ink into the paper more positively 
than can a pen. Lastly, as a rule the paper used for type- 
written work is not so heavily sized and thus the ink more 
readily enters into the fiber of the paper and produces a more 
lasting impression. 

PAPERS. 

While this state long ago recognized the importance of the 
use of a permanent ink for record purposes, hitherto no action 
has been taken officially in regard to paper. Other states 
have long ago taken legislative action on the matter and I 
have endeavored to take advantage of investigations leading 
up to such action. My own investigation of old records on 
linen paper has convinced me that paper niade of all linen in 
time becomes brittle and disintegrates. The addition of new 
cotton fiber has a tendency to remedy this fault and produce 
a tougher and more lasting paper. I have not been able to 
carry to the fullest extent some of the investigations and tests 
in which I have been engaged, but have arrived at the point 
where I do recommend the adoption of legal measures which 
will provide for the manufacture and use of a standard record 
paper and prohibit the use of any other paper for record pur- 
poses. The paper should be tested for tensile strength and 
no paper showing weakness below a certain fixed point or 
any marked variation in strength should be used. 

I therefore recommend the enactment of a law providing 
for the manufacture and use of a standard " Connecticut 
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Record Paper " and bearing a distinctive water-mark, to be 
used for all purposes of public records in this state, and 
directing the Comptroller to contract for the manufacture of 
said standard "Connecticut Record Paper" in accordance 
with the formula to be supplied by the Examiner of Public 
Records, and to be furnished to the trade at a standard price 
and under the same conditions that the trade is now supplied 
with the standard " Comptroller's Book Paper." 

INDEXES. 

The lack of a uniform system of indexing public records 
is a handicap to the use of records which is recognized by all 
persons who have occasion to study them. The different 
methods vary with the ideas of the custodians and frequently 
handicap the searchers. A uniform system should be adopted 
by legislative action, but I do not believe it wise to make such 
recommendations at this time because I feel that in my own 
mind I am not certain that the best system would be recom- 
mended. Such a statute should provide for a system of index- 
ing which would be easily comprehended, give at a glance all 
information needed to thoroughly recognize the record in- 
dexed ; moreover, the work should be done under one general 
supervision, thus making certain that the system provided for 
was carefully carried out. 

LEGISLATION. 

In my former report a recommendation was made looking 
to a better method of caring for the Vital Statistics returns 
made to the Town Clerks. In accordance with that suggestion 
I caused to be introduced into the General Assembly a bill to 
carry into effect my suggestions, which was favorably acted 
upon by both branches of the Assembly and is now a part 
of the statute law. Laws were also passed making more 
definite provision for copying and repairing records, and giving 
to keepers of Public records power to take independent action 
along these lines. So far these laws have worked well and 
those to whom the power was 'given have acted conservatively, 
but have accomplished much work for the betterment of their 
records. I would again recommend that a small appropriation 
2 
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be made to be expended in assisting some of the smaller towns 
in the work of repairs. In many of the older towns are records 
relating not only to the town in which they are, but in some 
instances to more populous and wealthier towns which have 
been carved out of the territory of the older town. The 
records have been left in the older town and their care and the 
repairs incident to age is somewhat of a burden. In some 
instances I have been informed by Town Clerks that the major 
part of those who examine these records are residents of 
other towns. These records are kept for all inhabitants of. 
the state and a few hundred dollars! judiciously expended 
would be an encouragement to the towns to do more in the 
work of repairs. Recommendations concerning legislation 
desired in relation to paper, bindings, ink, and typewriter 
ribbons I have made under those headings. 

CHURCH AND PARISH RECORDS. 

Appended hereto will be found a list of existing church 
and parish records so far as I have been able to procure infor- 
mation concerning them. These returns are in most instances 
from the church officials, but whenever the existence of other 
data could be discovered I have consulted it. I had hoped to 
be able to give a resume of the contents of these records, as 
in many instances they antedate the formation of the towns 
and relate to the action of Ecclesiastical societies and parishes 
which existed by legislative authority and had many of the 
powers now enjoyed by the towns. Their number proved to be 
too great to allow me to carry out the work on such lines, and 
it was therefore deemed best to publish the list as it here 
appears. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I would say that ,while in visible results 
more appears to have been accomplished than during the 
previous two years, still I am convinced that the work of 
those years has had a great influence on the work of the 
latter years. To a greater degree are not only those charged 
with the direct custody of records applying to me for advice 
and assistance, but also the Selectmen of many towns have 
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called me into consultation in relation to changes contemplated 
in safes and vaults. So fully is the importance of this work 
recognized that it is a pleasure to state that the visits of your 
Examiner of Public Records are no longer unwelcome to the 
Public Officials whom he calls on in the line of his duty. On 
the contrary his assistance is sought and his advice requested 
in all matters relating to the care and custody of PubUc 
Records.
